REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the 

following remarks. 

By the foregoing amendment, claims 10 and 15 have been amended. No new 
matter has been added. The claims are supported fully by the specification as filed, for 
example they are supported at least by Figures 1-4, 14b, 14d, 14e, and 18a and pages 
7-12, 27-29, 31 , and 39-40 of the written description. Claims 10-29 are currently 
pending in the application and subject to examination. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the allowance of claims 20-29 and for 
indicating that claims 10-19 include allowable subject matter, and would be allowable if 
rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §101. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The Applicants respectfully request that the Information Disclosure Statements 
filed on October 1 1 , 2007 and on February 21 , 2008 be considered. Copies of the 
previously submitted Information Disclosure Statements are included with this response.
